Room 70 of the Arts Building yester- 
day afternoon. The speaker devoted 
‘his entire lecture in giving practical 
suggestions to prospective debaters 
in the art of public-speaking. 


Ideas are fundamentally im- 
| portant for a. successful public-speak- 
¢r and they must be expressed clear: 
‘ly so that the audience may clearly 
follow the speaker’s line of reason 
and argument. Clear thinking {s-an 
in debating and public- 
speaking generally. Probably the most 
important factor in thinking 14 dis- 
crimination, — to classify ideas and 
to armngo them properly. This can 
only be obtained by extensive reading 
and attention during lectures, | 


Must Evaluate Ideas 


In evaluating ideas the inexperienced 
debater has an opportunity to pick 
out weaknesses In those ideas. One or 
two arguments, well expressed and 
| substantiated, are better than half a 

- dozen so-called: points stated the

She soon. dis- 
covered that there was amplo oppor- 
tunity for such an ‘undertaking and 
began her first class with 13° Ang glo- 
Indian girls. . | 

Experiment RAR 
was so offective 
that she found her number {ncreas- 
ing at each meeting until four clas- 
ses were established. Later, tho Uni- 
vorstiy. asked her Af she. would teach 
the resident ‘students - twice. & week.

Peoples Desire Peace 

The Hon. Wesley Frost, U.S. Con- 
sul-General in Montreal, announced 
the judges’ decision, in which he was 
Adrian K.

“The cause we are presenting to- 
night is a cause even greater than 
that of liberty; it is the cause of 
humanity,” said Zaitlin In opening the 
debate for the affirmative. “Out of 
the cataclysm of the World War have 
arisen new aspirations and new con- 
victions. Nations are struggling for 
better relations, peoples are thirsting 
for permanent peace. 

U, S. Must Join League 

“The United States Î8 trying to 
ignore the efforts of the League of 
Nations towards these ends, but finds 
it impossible to live without cooper- 
ating with it, Her growing political 
and financial interests outside the 


| North American continent make it es- 


sential that she join the only organi- 
zation which at present seeks to 
facilitate such cooperation ‘between 
the: nations: of the world. 

“The United States js practising 
side-window observation and back- 
window diplomacy: the cagle’s place 
is in the dovecot.”
